Manila, Feb. 10, 7.40 p. m.— The 


Americans at 3 o'clock this afternoon 
attacked Caloocan and reduced it in 
short order, at a signal from the tower 
of Delalome church. ' 


The monitor Monadnock opened fire 


from the bay with the big suns on 
the forward turret on the^earth works 
with great effect. Later the Utah bat- 
tery bombarded from the land side. 
The rebels reserved fire until after the 
bombardment, and then fired volleys 
of musketry at the Montana regiment 
as it advanced on the jump. 


The Kansas regiment, on the extreme 


left, with the Third artillery deploy- 
ing to the right, charged across the 
open and earned the earth, works, 
cheering under the heavy fire. Sup- 
ported by the artillery at the church, 
the troops further advanced, driving 
the enemy, fighting every foot, right 
Into the town line and penetrated to 
Presidencia, lowering the Filipino flag 
at 5.30 o'clock. 


As the Americana advanced they 


burned the native huts. The rebels 
were mowed down like grass. 
The 


American loss is slight. . 


SOME BRILLIANT ATTACKS. 


The Superb Work of General Otis'

Miller Will Use Guns on Iloilo Unless: 


the Insurgents Surrender. 


Otis Sends More Troops to 


Strengthen Force? 


Newly Arrived Native Troops Aggressive and 


In Need ol a Thrashing. 


Manila, Feb. 10.—-Th« next develop- 


ment expected in the Filipino war is the 
bombardment and 
capture of Iloilo 


Within the next 10 hours the guns of the 
American warships may be battering 
away at the city; and this will be fol- 
lowed up by a grand assault, which will 
be as disastrous to the insurgents as the 
rush of Otis' men on Sunday last. 


There is no longer any doubt that 


Iloiio is to be captured. 
General Otis 


has ordered its capture. 
He has sent 


orders to General Miller to give the 
rebels until 9 o'clock this (Friday) morn- 
ing, and if the city is not surrendered 
by that time he is to take the city by 
force. 


It is considered very likely that the 


Insurgents will refuse to surrender, and 
in that case there will be fighting with- 
in the next f«w hours. 


For several days General Miller has 


been eagerly waiting for the oppor- 
tunity to land his forces. He held back 
through reluctance to provoke a con- 
flict, but now_that the insurgents have 
begun hostilities, the order of General 
Otis is the most welcome that General 
Miller could receive. 


The American fleet in front of Iloilo 


i« powerful enough to destroy the ci / 
in a few hours, and under cover of the 
fire of the ships it is not expected that 
there 'will be any difficulty in landing. 
After the troops get their rapid-fire guns 
and light batteries ashore the insurgents 
will melt away as they did at Mam j.. 
On account of the distance from here to 
Iloilo no news of the fighting is expected 
before abou Saturday noon. 


The American officers are thoroughly 


roused Thare is no longer any hesita- 
tion or doubts, as to which course of 
treatment to adopt towards the natives. 


The insurgents will be compelled i 


submit, and the more opposition th 
make the.mt re thorougnly are they hki 
ly to be impressed with the power of the 
Americans. 


Manila being quiet and secure Gen- 


eral Otis has sent more troops to 
"•trengthen tbe forces at Iloilo. The 
First Tennessee was sent to take the 
place of the Fifty-first Iowa, and Gen- 
eral Milter has already the Eighteenth 
regular infantry and battery G of the 
Sixth regular artillery. H» has about 
2475 men in all, in addition to the forces 
on the warships. 


The territory to the east and south 


east of Manila is now deserted by the 
insurgents. 


Reconnoiterinig parties are finding vil- 


lages in every direction flying the white 
flag, and there is every indication thai 
the^illagers have had quite enough ot 
the'effective warfare waged by thi 
Americans. 


Interest now centers Iru front, of Gen 


eral MacArthur's division on the north 
of the line, several regiments of Staloloc 
having reinforced the insurgents a: 
Caloocan, where they fired, upon the 
Americans from their IntrenchmentE 
for half/an hour last evening. 


The newly arrived native troops are 


very aggressive and are much In need 
of such a lesson as was given to theii 
companions in arms last Sunday. 


The Fifty-first Iowa Infantry yester-

Tbat out of sorts feeling from whiob 


most of na adder half tbe days of oar 
life ia usually dno |n our eating things 
we shouldn't. Although we are con- 
structed on tbe mme model, scarcely 
any two people bave exactly tbe same 
kind of heart, liver and other organs, 
and as a result nothing is trner tban 
tbe saying tbat "One man's meat is an- 
other man's poison." 


Meat, for iuEtimon, IB a slnw poison 


to a uuoibsr.of individuals. If there ie 
a gouty strain in your family, you arc 
storing up future Jprture for yourself 
every time you eat a chop or piooe ot 
beef. Gout is simply tbe result of too 
much uric acid in tbe blood, and meat 
is full of tbe material from whiob nrio 
acid is made. 


Yon may think that so long as yon 


have not to ait in an easy ohair all day 
tbere is no need for precautions in diet. 
But tbe 'first symptoms are always 
mild, and if yon feel irritable and nn- 
able to settle down to work yon bad 
better be careful bow much meat yon 
eat. 
Englishmen are said to be tbe 


worst tempered people on eartb. Tbey 
are also tbe aaost gouty, and there can 
be no doubt tbat tbey are tbe greatest 
meat eaters. 


Nothing is more nourishing tban 


sugar, yet it is absolutely poison to 
tboso wbo are prone to diabetes, and 
any one inclined to corpulency should 
regard it as a natural enemy. Two 
lumps of sugar por day in excess of tbe 
quantity required by tbe body would 
add 60 pounds to a man's weight in five 
years—tbat is, of course, if be bad the 
sort of constitution tbat easily puts on 
flesh. 


But it-is not sugar alone which ia in- 


jurious to diabetic and stout people. 
Tbe former sbonld not look at porridge, 
rice, beet root, Spanish onions, port 
wine, rnm or ginger beer; tbe latter 
sbonld take neither aonp, beer, potatoes 
nor treacle, while gouty people ahould 
not touch peas or beans. 


If any neur member of yonr family 


has St. Vitas' dance or epilepsy, you 
should eat meat very sparingly and 
grapes not at all. while you might aa 
well think of committing suicide as fre- 
quenting tbe barroom. 


For dyspeptics it is impossible to Bay 


what food is good, because everything 
is bad. White bread remains undigest- 
ed for hours, brown bread is most irri- 
tating and injurious, vegetables are con- 
verted into gases and painfnl acids', and 
most kinds of meat are too heavy, Tbe 
dyspeptic, in fact, ought never to bave 
been born. 


However, since tbe sufferer from dys- 


pepsia must eat, let him follow this rule, 
and it may bring relief; Eat a little of 
everything, but Bat sparingly, never 
leaving tbe table with a sense of hav- 
ing eaten eufficient; eat slowly Masti- 
cate all food thoroughly and never drink 
while eating. If he must drink, let him 
drink after be has finished eating. 


No doubt tbe majority of people see 


no connection between their ailments 
and tbe breakfast'or dinner which they 
bave enjoyed. But-tbere are many per- 
sons who are so severely affected by par- 
ticular articles of diet tbat there is no 
question about tbe fact that some kinds 
of food are more .or less poisonous to us 
all, altbougb we may not suffer very 
greatly after eating them. An acquaint- 
ance of tbe writer's, for example, fulls 
into convulsions if he eats a single 
strawberry, and even tbe odor of straw- 
berry jam in the neighborhood of jam 
factories almost throws him into a fit. 


The writer knows a lady whose heart 


comes to a stop if she eats an egg. Of 
coniee sbe never intentionally eats one 
now, but frequently on taking a oiece 
of cake or some kind of pudding or 
sauce containing eggs sbe swoons. 


Many people get cramp in tbe stom- 


ach from eating honey, and more tban 
one death ius resulted from this cause. 
Others are made violently sick by tbe 
smell of apples, and a patient of the 
writer's has often averred that even tbe 
sight of beet root seemed to entfocute 
him, v.bila another? bad to give np 
drinking milk because it produced in- 
tense inllamioation of tbo eyes. 


Many kinds of fish cause serious ill 


ness. Lobsters and crabs produce most 
painful itching in some people, and tbe 
writer has known several whoafter eat- 
ing salmon felt a horrid tatte in the 
mouth, and soon after suffered so badly 
from headache as to be compelled to go 
to bed. 


Tuese iatcerare tbe extreme instances 


of injury from tood, bnt they prove that 
thousands of people suffer in a less de- 
gree, and tbat probably no one can 
lunch or dine without swallowing some' 
thing poisonous to

n clear day and wrecked ou a course as 
clear ae tbe day in tbo hands of a pilot 
that knows the ground like a book-we 
naturally wonder a little and want to 
know the whys aud whornfores. Sucb 
was the case of tbe propeller Susan E. 
Peck that went aground near Bar pome 
and was lost with a $30,000 cargo. 


"The captain of the Susan E. had 


Bailed successfully hundreds of times 
between Point Palee and Bar point and 
in all kinds1 of weather, and this time 
be bnd a wheelman who was known 
from one end of tbe lake to tho other as 
one of tbe most expert navigators in 
tbe lake business. Ilo bad been lying 
up a long time, for the very good reason 
tbat owing to an accident to one of bin 
legs that leg had to be amputated to 
save bis life. The lost member was re- 
placed by an artificial leg, and then the 
pilot was ready to take bis post at the 
wheel again. His first service after his 
misfortune was this trip of the Snsau 
E. Peck, and he ran her aground. 


"The puzzle to everybody was how

ANOTHER CHURCH SMOKER 


Am "Ambroilftl Mixture" u«»d That 
Itoctor Bv«n« Couii>*undcd Himself. 


The second "famiiittor" given by 


Rector David J Evans of Hiddletown, 
N. Y., to the yonng men of hid parish 
tbe other night was largely attended 
nnd immensely enjoyed, save by those 
whose tongues' tips are paving the pen- 
alty of acquaintance with a new pipe. 
There were cigars, long stemmed pipes 
Itnd a huge jur of "ambrosial mixture," 
a blend of 4 7 varieties of choice tobacco. 
The secret of the composition of tbe 
mixture is known only to Rector Evans, 
who since the first smoker was held has' 
been deluged by circulars from tobacco 
manufacturers in all parts of the conn- 
try and bas absorbed so rnnch of the lit- 
erature of tobacco that he knows enough 
about it to run a cigarette factory, ifo. 
Evans regrets, however, that the manu- 
facturers of tobacco have only thought 
it .worth while to send him circulars. 
He is anxions to obtain a practical as 
well as a theoretical knowledge of their 
products, and if they'll send along sam- 
ples of their wares he M'ill include them 
in the nest batch of "ambrosial mix- 
ture" that he compounds and try it on 
the parish at the nest smoker. 


Mr. Evans prefaced the informal pro- 


gramme that had been arranged for the 
evening by saying that these smokers 
had been criticised by the puritanical 
element in the community, but he was 
satisfied that they were a good thing. 
Smoking was unquestionably an aid to 
sociability and good fellowship, and he 
did not believe tliat without pipes and 
cigars the number of men present could 
have been attracted toanymeetjng held 
for church purposes. There was nothing 
wrong, ho said, in smoking. It was the 
abuse of tobacco, not its use, tbat was 
harmful, and parish "smokers" were 
certainly a good thing, .since tbey were 
an aid to better acquaintance and more 
unity of purpose among tha men of tho 
parish, and were tbe means of increas- 
ing interest in the church, its services 
and its work. Stories were told by Rec- 
tor Evans and Father Betts of St. James' 
church, Goshen.—New York San.

An English College Frofesnor'* Prod- 


uct manufactured From Gelatin. 
A new artificial silk, manufactured 


from gelatin, an invention of Professor 
J. J. Hummel of yorjtshire college, 
Leeds, England, has recently been sub- 
mitted to the Swiss silk manufacturers 
for their judgment. A reservoir con- 
taining gelatin in liquid form is kept 
at such a temperature tbat the gelatin 
will not harden. The top of the reser- 
voir contains many small holes, through 
which the gelatin passes in fine streams 
and is received on an endless band of 
linen. The gelatin hardens and presents 
threads of uniform thickness and bril- 
liant surface, ready to be wound upon 
spools. The whole apparatus is said to 
require but little attention, the only 
thing to be looked after being the re- 
placing of full spools with empty ones. 
One workman can oversee ten of the 
machines, which will produce about 
470,000 yards of thread a day, an 
amount equal to the eilk product of 24,- 
000 cocoons. 


The threads are wound lightly on 


drums and submitted to the fumes of 
form aldehyde in a closed room for sev- 
eral hours, after which they resist wa- 
»er. Coloring-matter if required is add- 
ed to the liquid gelatin at the begin- 
ning. A drawback to the usefulness of 
gelatin ^threads would be the low de- 
gree of firmness, but in combination 
with real silk or fine linen or cotton 
thread a durable silk tissue, it is de- 
clared, could be produced. The esti- 
mated cost of this gelatin silk is about 
$1.15 a pound. Collodion silk costs at 
present from $2.25 to f2. $5 a pound, 
while natural silk reaches $6.25.—Leo 
J7 Frankenthal in Chicago Record.

Recommenda tlie EipendJturer of Mu- 


nicipal Tares For Local Purpose*. 
Cleanatng of tbe City—Needed Pnb- 
lic Work*—ProvlneinJ Self Govern- 
ment Recommended. 


Assistant Secretary of War Meikle- 


john gave out for publication the other 
day an abstract of the report recently 
made by Special Commissioner^ Robert 
P. Porter to the secretary of the treas- 
ury on tbe commercial and industrial 
condition of Cuba. 


Mr. Porter says that a visit to Santi- 


ago should give relief to those suffering 
from "the craven fear of being great," 
for there may be found much that is 
encouraging. The machinery of govern- 
ment is running with a fair degree of 
smoothness, and the men responsible 
for it, from the humblest official to the 
capable commander of the province, 
understand their business and are mas- 
ters of the situation. It is a striking il- 
lustration, continues Mr. Porter, of the 
marvelous adaptability of the Ameri- 
can character. Tbe disagreeable smells 
of the typical Cuban city are less pro- 
nonnced in Santiago, while whitewash, 
limewash. frpsh paint and all sorts of 
disinfectants have deodorized the sur- 
rounding atmosphere and made the old 
town habitable. The' streets are no 
longer'used as sewers, and the unhappy 
individual who violates the law is. com- 
pelled to work on the street for 30 days. 
The work of sanitation is not confined 
to the streets, but extends to the dwell- 
ing houses, shops and buildings of all 
kinds. Indeed the campaign against 
dirt and disease has been as sharp and 
hot as the charge on San Juan hill and 
as productive of beneficial results. 


The resistance, Mr. Porter says, on 


the part of tbe native population is 
even more stubborn than that of tbe 
Spanish soldiers to our forces around 
Santiago. The doors of bouses had to be 
smashed in. People making sewers of 
tbe thoroughfares were publicly horse- 
whipped in the streets of Santiago. 
Euinently respectable citizens were for- 
cibly brought before tbe commanding 
general and sentenced to aid in cleaning 
the streets they were in the habit of de- 
filing. The campaign ended in the com- 
plete surrender to the sanitary authori- 
ties, and the inhabitants of Santiago 
have had tbcir first object lesson in the 
new order of things inaugurated by the 
war. Looking backward five months 
and picturing Santiago in July and 
comparing it wnh the more hopeful 
condition existing en all sides at the 
present moment, Mr. Porter says it is 
easy to discern the omens which point 
to the coming prosperity of the whole 
island under intelligent and honest gov- 
ernment. 


Under Major General Wood, in addi- 


tion to the improved sanitary condi- 
tions, several important thoroughfares 
have been repaved. All the public build- 
ings have been thoroughly cleaned and 
put in good order, the work even ex- 
tending to the large opera house. The 
law coots, which were abolished, have 
been reorganised. The ccnrt is composed 
of carefully selected Cuban judges. The 
appointees wore nominated TV holly on 
account of legal attainments and the 
bar associations of tlie province were 
consulted as to the character and quali- 
fications of tlio new judges. Local gov- 
ernment has been re&tored, native may- 
ors and ofiaci.iia appointed, the only re- 
qtnrerD"Ht Lung that ppr&om accenting 
snch offices should take the oath reccg- 
ni.2in;,' the military occupancy of the is- 
land Ly the United States, but in no 
way cor-iiuittiiig them to any future 
form of government The wisdom of 
this action cannot be doubted and tho 
moral effect upon the people of Cuba. 
will Lo furreaching. 


The Spanish, when in possession of 


Cuba, not only assumed absolute control 
of the judiciary, but of tho municipal 
government as well, the larger portion 
of tho tases raised for municipal pur- 
poses being diverted, with the other 
revenues to Spain or into Spanish 
pockets. It will be even a greater stroke 
of wisdom, says Mr. Portor, if these 
taxes are hereafter used exclusively for 
local purposes, and as far as may be 
deemed practicable collected and dis- 
bursed by properly constituted local 
authorities. In his opinion there could 
be no wiser expenditure of local revenue I 
for severcJ years than upon the streets i 
and sewers of the cities and towns of I 
Cuba. Tho rural districts of Santiago 
de Cuba have been so depleted that it 
will be impossible to collect taxes over 
and above those needed for tho bare ne- 
cessities of schools for tho poor, and 
postibly t>mall sums to improve sanitary 
c< editions. The dawn of prosperity 
should be the si' nal for inaugurating 
systematic work on the public roads. 
The money thus expended woiild come 
back a hundredfold and make Santiago 
one of the richest sngar, coifre and fruit 
growing districts of the West Indies. 
Mr. Porter recommends especially the 
growing of Tuiiains. 


Tbi-internal, industrial, professional, 


licensing and other rnisscellunee is taxes 
have so far been, remitted in t lis part 
of Cuba, but the military authorities 
are now preparing to enforce them. Mr. 
Porter suggests that an immediate 
scheme should be prepared for levying 
and collecting internal revenue taxes 
for the entire island. According to Mr. 
Porter, the tax receipts handed to the 
Spanish bank for collection from 1886 
to 1S!W warn fnro value. 800,895,- 


193.18: actual amount collected, $49,- 
52 1,566. 33; total delinquent taxes, $10,- 
873,626.80; percentage of delinquent 
tax each year, 18.04. Mr. Porter re- 
marks that the large number of delin- 
quents during the last three years from 
1895 to 1898 was due to the war. In 
normal times the revenue was between 
14,000,000 and $5,000,000. This sum, 
If properly and economically employed, 
would aid in the industrial rehabilita- 
tion of Cuba. 


Methods of Ipcal administration differ 


BO greatly in different provinces in Cuba 
that the wisdom of appointing a govern- 
or or commander for «ach province is 
unquestioned. As much latitude as pos- 
sible should be given these officials. The 
provincial governors should have power 
to decide all questions appertaining to 
local matters, for the fewer the ref er- 
tnces to Havana the sooner the people 
of Cuba will realize the difference be- 
tween Spanish possession and United 
States occupancy. For military purposes 
the government of the island may be 
easily vested in one central authority at 
Havana. For civil purposes each prov- 
ince should be made as absolutely inde- 
pendent as is possible, with general su- 
pervision by the commander of the 
United States forces. 


Mr. Porter concludes his report by 


recommending that the harbor of San- 
tiago be cleared of all obstacles, that 
the lighthouses in that vicinity be re- 
stored and that Diamond Point shoal be 
removed. The harbor around the docks 
at Santiago should also bo dredged, as 
there is only 14% fee* of water where 
there ought to be at least 22 feet A 
large covered pier 600 feet long, with 
22 feet of water alongside, is also re- 
quired in Santiago harbor. Mr. Porter 
also recommends that the port of Cien- 
fuegos be dredged, as there is only 14 
feet of water there now, and the work 
..•an easily be done. In addition, he rec- 
ommends that the custom house at 
Guantanamo should be removed to Cai- 
manera. — New York Sun.

$35,000. 


County Treasurer George H. Tucker i 


was busy yesterday issuing to various j 
banking institutions copies of a notice I 
'which says in substance: Tbe county 
of Berkshire invites proposals for a 
loan of $35,000 to bear interest at the 
rate of three per cent per annum, pay- 
able seml-anriually, on the first days 
of May and November in each year. 
Principal and interest are both pay- 
able at the office of the county treas- 
urer, the first payment of interest to be 
on May 1 of this year. 


This loan is authorized by the legis- 


lature, and approved by the county 
commissioners, and will be represented 
by the obligations of the county in 
sums of not less than $1.000 and not 
exceeding $10,000 signed by the county 
treasurer and countersigned by the 
county commissioners and so arranged 
that $10,000 shall fall due on November 
1 of each of the years 1899, 1902 and

Man is seeking to improve nature's 


work npon the orange, and it is likely 
that he will be able to do it. If success 
crowns experiments now in progress the 
orange will become a hardy fruit, able 
to grow and bear even as far north as 
Canada, with skin that will peel off as 
easily as a tangerine's, and, perhaps, 
devoid of the seeds that now threaten 
the perils of appendicitis. Snch a recre- 
ation of this luscious fruit—for that is 
what it would amount to—would de- 
serve to rank with the greatest marvels 
of the end of the century. It would rev- 
olutionize and expand the orange grow- 
ing industry almost beyond the limit of 
tbe imagination and remove all danger 
from the frosts and freezes that now 
from year to year either blight in large 
degree or entirely destroy the trees and 
their fruit in the states where they are 
grown. 


The agricultural department has been 


experimenting in the cross fertilization 
of oranges in the hope of producing ono 
or more varieties that will resist the 
attacks of frost and that will possess

Acetylene Ga 
r M.chi e Perfected by 
F. L. Rand. 


F. L. Hand has invented an acety- 


lene gas machine which bids fair to 
take high rank among the different ma- 
chines on the market for generating 
this kind of gas. He has had one made 
and is now using it in his office on 
Aehland street. It works to perfec- 
tion and apparently leaves nothing to 
be desired. 


As is generally known, acetylene gas 


is generated by slacking calcium car- 
bide, a substance that gives out a most 
excellent illuminating gas when brought 
Into contact with water. It is believed 
this "gas is destined to become popular 


the other qualities not found in the fruit 
of today.

_work is being conducted in a green- 
'honse back of the department building, 
in the mall at Washington, under the 
constant direction and supervision of

Alike tke Wide World Orer, hr 
Which Gold !• Allayed u« HIM 
Vatlnei Are OetermUed. 


Imagine a goH mine. Yon may selest 


many climates--Siberia or Africa, Klon- 
dike or Australia, California or India. 
Situate your mine where you will. 60 long 
aa it be a gold mine the procedure of as- 
saying ig tbe same all the wide world over. 
Select a mass of ora weighing, perhaps, 60 
pounds, and smash it up. Do not expect 
to see any gold In it because tbe precious 
metal is probably so thinly and uniformly 
scattered through the quartz tbat It IB im- 
possible to spot a grain together. Continue 
grinding tbe ore till it Is itn the form of 
powder. This powder is heaped into a cone, 
which is divided into four parts, of which 
the sampler takes two whose angles an 
opposite to ona another. Mix tbese two 
parts thoroughly and again divide into 
four; take two portions again, and so on 
till a sample of convenient bulk is obtain- 
ed. By this logical method tbe eampla 
yielded is, on any ordinary calculation of 
probability, certain to represent accurately 
tbe original mass taken. 


A certain quantity of this sample la now 


weighed out, two equal amounts being 
taken as checks upon each other. 
The* 


weighing may be done in denominational 
values of either grams or assay tons. The 
assay ton is a most convenient inven- 
tion and is very simply explained. 
The \ 


ordinary ton contains 33,666.6 ounces; if, 
tben, we make a unit (an assay ton,) weigh- 
ing 83.6067 grams, each .001 of a'gram 
will equal one ounce per ton. Thus, no 
calculation ia needed at all to estimate tbe 
gold richness of an ore per ton. 


Say we weigh out, then, two separate, 


portions of the ore of one assay toa (A T.) 
each. Witb each mix thoroughly bicarbon- 
ate of soda, litharge, borax, glass* and 
flour in varying proportions; wben thor- 
oughly uniform in color empty the mix- 
tures in fire clay crucibles and strew on the 
top a thin layer of salt. Put on the lids of 
the two crucibles and surround them with 
living coal, coke or burning vaporized 
benzoline in a crucible furnace. The cruci- 
bles are heated till the masses of ore and 
fluxes are in a state of tranquil fusion— 
tbat is, not bubbling or boiling. The white 
hot fluid is then poured into iron molds 
and allowed to cool. 


On examination, after moling, the fused 


masses will be fonnd to consist of: (1) 
A layer of white substance, which is salt. 
(2) A slag. This is usually dark in color, 
often resembling malachite, and is formed 
by the fusion of the borax and aoda with 
tbe worthless or earthy matter (gangue) 
In the ore. (3) A lead button, produced 
from the litharge, or lead oxide, originally 
Mixed in the charge. 


This lead button contains all the allver 


and gold in the ore, Tbe heat of the fur- 
nace drives off from the lead oxide ita oxy- 
gen, so that pure lead ia left; this, in vir- 
tue of ita weight, percolates downward 
through the slag during the heating in 
the furnace, collecting all the gold and all- 
ver present, and eventually forma a but- 
ton weighing, if, a proper amount of flour 
bag been added 'originally, about 16 to 90 
grams. Tbe flour baa the effect of vary- 
ing the size of lead button produced and 
is said to possess a reducing action. 


The next step in the process is to get rid 


of the lend without also losing the gold 
and silver 
This is done by on operation 


known asoupellation. The cupel ia a email 
round, bone ash cup, which ia platted in a 
sort of fire clay tunnel with one end closed 
np, known as a muffle. The muffle is heac- 
ed from the outside, either by burying it 
witb coals or by playing burning gas OB 
every part of it. 
When tbe cupel has at- 


tained the heat of tbe interior of the muf' 
fle, the lead button is'plaoad'in it and the 
door of the muffle shut, so as to procnrr 
tbe greatest amount of heat possible. 
When tbe lead is seen to be melted and 
fuming, the muffle door is opened to admit 
tbe air, which is sucked in by the intense 
heat. 


The oxygen contained in tbe airoxy- 


dizes tbe lead Into lead oxide, and the bone 
ash cupel abiorbs lead oxide like a sponge, 
bnt refuses to absorb tbe gold and silver, 
so tbat at length there is left in tbe cupel 
only a button of the two precious metals 
It is to be supposed tbat two ore samples 
have been treated similarly both In the 
crucibles and cupels, but for tbe sake of 
convenience it is better to explain tbe 
treatment of one only 
The bead of gold 


and silver obtained weighs, let us say, 
.0016 of a gram. This is noted down. 
The bead after weighing is flattened out 
in a flatting mill, so aa to expose aa large 
a surface as possible to the nitric acid 
which is then added to it. On heating the 
silver is dissolved, but, of course, the gold 
is untouched by the action of any single 
acid The remaining pure gold ia treated 
with stronger sold, called "parting acid," 
to drive off any suspected trace of silver, 
and tben washed with water. 


If the "parting" of the gold from the 


silver has been successful, tbe gold is left 
as a thin, small sheet. From this all mois- 
ture is driven off by heat. On weighing, 
the gold may be as heavy aa .0007 of a 
gram. Tben, as it has prevlousy been 
noted that the total gold and silver bead 
had 
weighed 
0016 of a groin, the 


weight of silver present must have been 
00u9 of a gram—tbat is to say, in ona 
assay ton of 32.6667 grama tbere ore 
0007 gram of gold and .0009 gram of 
silver 
It* has been stated at the com- 


mencement uf this artinle that in an assay 
ton each .001 of a gram represents-in a 
real tone one ounce. Therefore we-have 
seven-tenths of an ounce of gold—that is, 
14 pennyweights (30 dwt equal 1 oz.)— 
and nine-tenths of an ounce of silver—that 
is. 18 pennyweights—to the ton. Quod 
erat faciendum

and free from complication as possible, 
and for this reason a aiiuple ore haa been, 
selected 
Of course tbe results ol&ained 


from two assay tons assayed simultaneous- 
ly ought to be coincident with one anoth- 
er, and this ia why two assay tons have 
been supposed to be treated together in the 
above explanation.—Chambers' Journal-

Change in Adams Market Which Butch 


ers May'Investigate. 


The meat market oc Park street In 


Adams, which has been conducted by 
J. P. Flaherty, was transferred this 
morning to Frank Morie, who _ 
conduct the market hereafter. 
This 


fact is likely to cause'some discussion 
among'the members of the Butchers 
Protective association, as according to 
Mr. Flaherty, the change was due to 
action of the Armour company, which 
controls the renting of the building. 


About a month ago Mr. Flaherty be- 


gan to import his own meat from the 
Jacob Dold packing company of Kan- 
sas City, using it not only in his own 
market, but selling it to other retail- 
ers in Adams and this city. This has 
of course affected the wholesalers, and 
Mr. Flaherty says he knows of no othCi 
reason why he should be asked to va- 
cate the market which he has occu- 
pied. 


As the wholesalers agreed when the 


protective association was formed to 
have nothing to do wjth the retail part 
of the trade, it is probable that this 
matter will come before it for action. 


The manager of the Armour refrig- 


erator was seen this afternoon in re- 
gard to the matter, and denied em- 
phatically that his company had any- 
thing to do with the matter, aside from 
renting the market to Mr. Morse when 
the latter applied for it.
